WHITE PEOPLE GIVEN WORK. 


Two Hundred Poles, Galicians, Aus- 
trians and Germans Brought to 
Honolulu for the Plantations. 
What Sam Parker Says. 


{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] . 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The news that Hawaii has 
virtually excluded the Chinese was 
confirmed by Honolulu advices brought 
by the steamer Australia today. When 
the annexation proposition was made 
to the United States, one of the princi- 
pal clauses was that Chinese immigra- 
tion would cease. As a step in -this 
direction, the Hawaiian government 
has decided to issue no more six- 


or to execute any bonds for contract 
laborers to arrive. 

George Kim Fui, the Chinese com- 
mercial agent, when questioned regard- 
ing the government’s action, said: 

“TI think it is premature for the gov- 
ernment to take the step, and also for 
the newspapers to publish it. We real- 
ize that Chinese cannot come here after 
the islands are annexed to the United 
States, but why shut off Chinese who 
wish to come here to remain for six 
months, and who are under bonds to 
return to China at the end of that 
time? 

“We do not know what will follow 
annexation, if it comes, but you can 
depend upon it that the interests of 
the planters,. which are also those of 
the people, must be protected, and it 
may be that, after Hawaii becomes a 
part of the United States, there may 
be some arrangement made by which 
they could still get a portion of their 
labor from China.” 

The planters do not fear the labor 
problem. In fact, they are already 
solving it, and that to the detriment 
of the Japanese. Recently there has 
developed ‘plans for colonizing the 
American plantation negro in Hawaii, 


plantations. 

The German ship H. F. Glade arrived 
in ‘Honolulu on July 26 with nearly 200 
contract laborers. They supplant the 
Japanese on the sugar ,plantations. 
This crowd consisted of 115 laborers, 25 
women and 47 children. The nationali- 
ties are mixed, there being many Poles, 
Galicians and Austrians, as well as 
Germans. These laborers will be 
placed on nine different plantations. 
The contracts show that the men are 
to be paid $16 a month the first year, 
$17 a month the second, and $18 a 
month the third year, in addition to the 
regular food and lodging given by the 
planters. 


Hawaiians Believe Jupan Can Be 
Satistied Without Damages, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug 4.—In the last 
Hawaiian mail to’reath the State De- 
partment, bringing the record of 
events on the islands up to the 21st of 
last month, Minister Sewall tells in de- 
tail the diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween Japan and the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment growing out of the labor con- 
troversy, and reports that, in the opin- 
ion of the best-informed people on the 
islands, the Japanese government will 
be amply content with a recognition 
by the Hawaiians of the principle for 
which Japan contends, without insist- 
ing upon substantial ' pecuhiary dam- 
ages. It was also reported that the 
conduct of. the negotiations had been 
transferred entirely from Honolulu to 
Tokio.

THIS COUNTRY NOT AFFECTED. 


Six-months-residence Permits Un- 
known to the Law. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAI, WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Aug. 4.— 
[Special Dispatch.] Concerning the an- 
nouncement from Honoluiu as to the 
stopping of the six-months-residence 
permits of Chinese, the Treasury De- 
partment officials say there are no six- 
months-residence permits provided for 
by law in this country. At the World’s 
Fair, as at Atlanta and Nashville, Chi- 
nese allowed to enter for exhiitors’ 
purposes were obliged to return within 
a year. This time was changed to 
three months as to Omaha: The second 
section of the treaty provides that reg- 
istered Chinese can return to China tor 
one year, this term to be extended to 
two years in case of sickness. 

Recently a party of Chinese left 
Hong Kong in ample time to reach here 
before the second year expired. They 
were quarantined several days at Vic- 
toria, and arrived at St. Albans two 
days late. Admission was refused, as 
the Attorney-General held that the sec- 
ond year could not be extended under 
any circumstances, and the Treasury 
Department confirmed that decision. 
This decision has not yet been pub- 
lished. 


AGAIN UNSETTLED. 


Unhappy Islanders Wondering 
Where They are to Get Off.

SAN FRANCISCO, 4.—The 
steamship Australia arrived here this 
afternoon from Honolwlu. The Aus- 
tralia passed the Moana 125 miles from 
Honolulu, and consequently did not 
bring any news that may have arisen 
after the arrival of the Moana. When 
the Australia left, on July 29, nothing 
was known by the general public of 
the plan for raising the American flag.

Miners aa t0 Quit 
by Women. 


The Force at, Plum Creek Cut 
Down a Few,

No Work at Oak Hill and 
Sandy Creek. 


Complete Tie-up Predicted—March- 
ers Who Won’t March are Sent 
Home—Hearing of the Charge 
Against President Dolan. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 4.—The striking 
miners gained another victory at Pium 
Creek this morning by inducing more 
diggers to join their ranks, leaving 
the mines working with about half 
the force of the year. They first en- 
listed the sympathy of the women, and 
the men were easily induced to fol- 
low. Complete closing of the mines 
may be expected in a few days. 

THE SITUATION REVIEWED. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 4.—The miners’ 
strike situation has not changed mate- 
rially from yesterday’s reports. Every- 
thing about the Turtle Creek camp 
was quiet, the only ripple of excite- 
ment being the hearing of President 
Dolan and other officials of the miners 
for holding an unlawful assemblage. 
The strikers claim twenty new acces- 
sions to their ranks from the Plum 
Creek mines today. <A careful esti- 
mate of the men now at work in that 
mine shows 215 out of the usual total 
of 285. No work was done at the 
Sandy Creek or Oak Hill mines. 

The strikers’ company was reduced 
in numbers today by 300 men. They 
were sent to their homes for two 
reasons—to lessen expenses and be- 
cause the men were not inclined to 
respond to the numerous marching or- 
ders imposed upon them. The camp 
has been costing $300 a day to keep 
it in provisions, etc., being at the rate 
of 7 cents.a day per man, as against 19 
cents a dav in the National Guard en- 
campments. The camp is now under 
strict military discipline and every- 
thing is rmeovine like clockwork. The 
customary march will be made to Plum 
Creek in the early morning, and will 
be continued daily, miners’ officials say, 
‘until the suspension in the De Armitt 
mines is complete. 

At the hearing in the case of Presi- 
dent Dolan and others for riot and 
unlawful assemblage before Justice 
Clemens, a number of witnesses were 
heard. but the Justice reserved his de- 
cision until tomorrow. The hearing of 
the four miners arrested last week at 
the McGovetn mines near Cannons- 
burg for trespass was concluded this 
afternoon. No evidence connecting the 
defendants directly with the song, “We 
will hang black sheep to.a sour apple 
tree,” or with the use of the opprobious 
epithets, were produced. None of the 
defendants appeared at the hearing, 
and they were heid in contempt. At- 
tachments were issued for their arrest. 

Secretary Warner paid his compli- 
ments to President De Armitt of the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Company. The reason for this was the 
publication of the story that De Ar- 
mitt had said that $100,000 had been 
sent into the Pittsburgh district by the 
West Virginian operators in order to

a canard, said that if it was true they | 


would hardly send organizers into that 
district to induce the men to strike. 

Arrangements have been completed 
for the open-air demonstration under 
the auspices of the United Labor League 
of Western Pennsylvania tomorrow on 
the Duquesne wharf, in the interest of 
striking miners. The leaders expect 
20,000 people to attend. They are urg- 
ing everybody to_attend to show that 
they favor free speech and the right 
of peaceable’ assemblage. The speak- 
ers will talk from a wagon. The meet- 
ing will be addressed by E. V. Debs, 
Mrs. Mary Jones of Chicago, M.. M. 
Garland, President, and W. A. Carney, 
Vice-President of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, and M. M. Carrick. 

After the addresses an appeal will be 
made to the audience for financial 
assistance for the striking miners. The 


miners claim if they can only get a 
little more financial assistance, they 
will easily win the strike, and they 


are straining every nerve to raise more 
money. 

The miners at the Schmock mines on 
the Redstone branch of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad came out again today 
and the mines are closed down. This 
interference caused the price of coal to 
jump from 75 cents to $1 a ton, and 
brokers say there will probably be 
another advance to $1.50 before the end 
of the next week. 

EVICTING TENANTS. 

CALIFORNIA (Pa.,) Aug. 4.—The 
Chamoni miners are receiving their 
first experience of strike hardships to 
day. <A force of deputies from Union- 
town has been busy all day evicting 
tenants from the company ‘houses. 
Some of the men who were put out 
claim that they had paid their rent a 
month in advance. 


MATTER OF TASTE. 


White Female “Mjlihands Refuse to 
Work With Colored.

ATLANTA, Aug. 4.—Two, hundred 
women and girls employed at the Ful- 
ton Bag and Cotton Mills struck this 
morning because negroes were em- 
ployed by the management. Twenty- 
five negro women were put to work 
in the filling department today, and 
the white females refused to go to 
work.

WHY TREATIES WERE KILLED. 


UNUSUAL REQUEST BY CANADA’S 
PARLIAMENT GRANTED, 


South African Policy Discussed—Sir 
Wilfred Lawson Accuses Rhodes 
of Treachery—Also “Jumps” 
on Joey.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, answering 
a question in the House of Commons 
today, on the subject of the denuncia- 
tion of the treaties with Germany an” 
Belgium, said the denunciation was the 
unanimous wish of the self-governing 
colonies, who desired to deal with the 
United Kingdom on preferential terms. 

Mr. Chamberlain added that at the 
conference between the colonial pre- 
miers awd himself a_ resolution was 
passed unanimously, the substance be- 
ing that the premiers of the self-gov- 
erned colonies heartily recommended 
the earliest denunciation of the treaties, 
and this was accompanied by an im- 
portant and_ significant resolution, 
namely, that in the hope of improving 
the trade relations between the mother 
country and the colonies, the premiers 
present undertook to confer with their 
colleagues as to what result could be 


colonies to the products of the United 
Kingdom. 

On receipt of these instructions, Mr. 
Chamberlain further explained, Her 
Majesty’s government resolved to im- 
mediately. withdraw the treaties with 
Germany and Belgium. 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies 
said also that the law officials of the 
crown were now considering the ques- 
tion whether the, resolution of the 
Canadian Parliament infringed these 
treaties. The Canadian government, 
Mr. Chamberlain said, had asked to be 
allowed to be represented before the 
law officers of the crown. This was 
unusual, but the request of the gov- 
ernment of Canada had been grnted. 
‘In conclusion Mr. Chamberlain as- 
sured the House that the action of Can- 
ada in this matter was not a step 
toward separation, but distinctly a 
movement against separation, the in- 
tention being to show gratitude to 
prove the loyalty of the colonies.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—No matter 
what the attitude of the Greater Re- 
public of Central America may be, the 
present intention of the administration 
is to recommend governmental control 
of the Nicaragua Canal when Congress 
assembles next December. 

This was made plain at a conference 
at the State Department, participated 
in by Assistant Secretaries Adee and 
Gridler, Senator Morgan, ex-Senator 
Miller and Mr. Merry, the recently-ap- 
pointed Minister to Nicaragua, Salva-

It has been practically decided that 
Mr. Merry shall go to Costa Rica, and 
that the headquarters of the legation 
shall be transferred to that country 
from Nicaragua.

The administration believes there is 
no necessity of entering into a new 
convention with Nicaragua with a view 
to securing authority for the ponstruc- 
tion of a waterway. The. programme 
it will. follow will be based upon the 
provisions of the convention now in 
force, as well as the concession which 
was granted to an American company 
by the Nicaraguan government for the 
construction of the canal. This con- 
cession. will not expire for three years..

“Spider’s” face from which the blood 
poured throughout the remainder of the 
fight. Kelly braced up in the nine- 
teenth and put in some. staggering 
lefts on Jack’s jaw, but the. sturdy

While the decision was not popular 
with the majority of the spectators, 
this may be partly accounted for by 
the fact that he was the local man 
and that he was on the short end in 
the betting.

HE LOSES MUCH BLOOD AND THE

YUMA (Ariz.,) Aug. 4.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] The safe conveying to the rail- 
road station of a bar of gold bullion, 
which represents the product of La 
Fortuna mine for the month of July, 
was accompanied by an accident which 
may cost the life of Leslie Doan, son 
of Judge F. M. Doan of the Third Ju- 
dicial District of Arizona. 

The La Fortuna, which has been fa- 
mous for more than a year as_- the 
greatest producing mine in Yuma 
is about sixteen miles from 
Blaisdell Station, on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad. Monthly, When the 
clean-up of plates is made, a bar of 
bullion is taken by stage to Blaisdell, 
where it is turned over to the Wells- 
Fargo. Company, under heavy guard, 
as the bullion is rarely worth less than 
$50,000, and there have been, at differ- 
ent times, attempts at hold-ups. 

Yesterday the monthly clean-up was 
brought down, and one of the guards 
was Leslie Doan. He, as was the case 
with ‘his companions, was heavily 
armed, one of his weapons being a 
Colt’s 45-calibre revolver. The jostling 
of the stage caused the weapon to fall 
from its scabbard onto the seat by 
Doan’s side, and it then fell to the 
bottom of the stage and was dis- 
charged. The ball struck young Doan 
in the right hip, and, ranging upward, 
passed almost through him and lodged 
just below the stomach. 

The wounded man was conveyed to 
Blaisdell, from where a telegram was 
sent to Yuma requesting a surgeon. 
Dr. W. T. Heffernan immediately re- 
sponded, and as soon as he arrived per- 
formed an operation, cutting the bullet 
out. It was necessary to cut quite 
deep, and Doan lost considerable blood. 
He was sent to his home at Florence, 
Ariz., on last night’s train. He may 
possibly pull through, but it is doubt- 
ful.

TESLA SETS UP A DISTURBANCE IN

Any Farmer Can Go into the Fields 
Now and Dig Up His Own Tele- 
graph Dispatches—An Almost In-

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Nikola Tesla 
‘announced today the completion of his 
latest discovery— simultaneous trans- 
mission of messages by means of the 
earth’s electrical currents to as many 
points on the surface of the globe as 
may be desired. This he regards as by 
far his greatest achievement. 

To a few intimates he gave a thril- 
ling demonstration of the operation of 
his device for arresting and subject- 
ing to control under natural laws the 
natural substances in and about the 
earth. His latest invention, or discov- 
ery, is to produce a_ disturbance 
of the electricity of the earth which 
can be felt and noted simultaneously 
at all parts of the globe. 

“Tl am producing,” said he, in the 
course of his demonstration, ‘‘an elec- 
trical disturbance of intense magni- 
tude, which is continuing throughout 
the entire earth. Inj other words, I am 
‘producing a disturbance of the earth’s 
charge of electricity which can be felt 
to the uttermost parts of the earth.” 

“And the result will be?” 

“This is almost incomprehensible. This 
electrical disturbance by means of cer- 
tain simple instruments, 
and appreciated at any point of the 
globe. In this way messages can be 
sent the entire earth around and be 
taken up at any part of the earth 
without the aid or intervention of 
wires in any way at all.”

After a tour which will last a month, 
I believe I will be able to make a re- 
port of the condition of the West for 
the culture of the saccharine bulbs; It 
costs but an average of $12 an acre 
to water a number of the valleys in 
the West I have seen, and I have 


figured that the farmers can make a- 


handsome profit. |

Greek Red Cross, requests all the com- 
mittees and individuals collecting money for 
the aid of the starving, sick or wounded 
Greeks, to call in their lists and make a clos- 
ing report by August 10. 

A Belle Plain (Iowa) dispatch says that a 
number of families have secured a concession 
of 6000 acres of land in Selby county, Ala., 
thirty miles south of Birmingham. The tract 
is to be laid out in the colony plan, but each 
colonist will own his own property. The 
tract of land is in the fruit belt of the State 
and is admirably located. Each colonist will 
get a thirty-acre home for about $300. 


A dispatch from Sydney, N.S: W:.-to- 


don says that Atty.-Gen. Waent has issued 
a minute protesting against the exczssive and 
unwarranted charge of the colony of £6000 
sterling for extraditing Frank Butler, the 
Australian murderer, from San Francisco. 
Mr. Waent said: ‘It would be better to let 
criminals remain abroad than to pay such 
enormous costs for their extradition.’’ 

Dr. Angus McLean, professor of electrical 
engineering and electrical philosophy in the 
Glasgow University, a delegate to the annual 
session of the Association for the Advances | 
ment of Science to be held this year in Toe 
ronto, from August 18 to 25, has arrived at 
New York on the steamer State of Nebraska. 
Dr. McLean stated that Lord Kelvin, the 
famous scientist, will arrive here in about a 
week and will attend the Toronto session. 

A Peoria (Ill.) dispatch says W. B. Perham, 
grand secretary and treasurer of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers of America, has been 
arrested on a charge of violating the Federal 
statute forbidding the importation of contract . 
alien labor. W. E. Reese, who recently re- 
signed a clerkship in the general offices, is 
the complainant in the case, and A. S. Mee 
Lellan is the man who, it is claimed, wag 
imported to take his place. Mr. Perham was 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Howe and gave bonds in the sum of $500 for 
his appearance at the hearing, which was 
continued for ten days. 

A dispatch to the London Times from Camp 
Malakland in the Chitral says that -Fort 
Chakdara, which was relieved Tuesday by 
Cols. Goldney and Meiklejohn’ of the British 
force under Gen. Blood, was invested by large 
bodies of Pathans on the evening of.July 26. 
The natives made repeated charges simul- 
taneously on all sides of the fort, advancing 
right up to the walls and giving the garr son 
no rest day or night. When finally relieved, 
the garrison, according to the dispatch, was’ 
beginning to run very short of food and am- 
munition.

~- welcome signs that business conditions 
throughout the country are on the 
mend. It cannot be said that there is 
any prospect of a great return tide of 
prosperity, but the coming year prom- 
ises to be better than its immediate 
predecessors. The American farmer is 
getting higher prices, and existing crop 
conditions are especially favorable to 
our producers. This year’s wheat crop 
will have been larger than the average 
in the United (States, while much 
smaller than the average of several pre-|

pean market. ‘Thus it is certain that 
our good crop will bring relatively good 

- prices; and this means better days for 
the western farmers, whose reasonable 
prosperity is fundamental to the busi- 
ness welfare of the country at large. 
.India, with her great famine still rag- 
ing, will have no wheat to send to 
~--_Burope this year. It is said that the 
Australian crop will barely suffice for 
home consumption. The Argentine ex-

. and the Danubian States is also this 
year a small factor. The prospect, 
therefore, is for a very large European 

' demand upon the crop of the United 
. States, which is expected to be at least

Orchards and Avenues in That 


Beautiful Town. 


[Sarah W. Kellogg in New York In- 
dependent:] This orange town of River- 
side presents another paradox. Its 
highest-priced real estate is not on the 
central business. streets. The most 
valuable ground is that which is set 
carefully by the light of experience 
with the best varieties of the citrus 
fruits. The orchardists are now ex- 
acting as to the quality of land, situa- 
tion as regarding prevailing winds, 
the “‘variety” that averages highest as 
to quantity and season of yield, quality 
of fruit, shipping and keeping virtues. 
One sees the signs of intimate ac- 
quaintance and improvement—a _ sup- 
planting with better varieties. You 
come on an entire orchard cut to 
grafting stocks, all washed _ white, 
where some approved Variety, as the 
Washington Navel or Mediterranean 
Sweet, is to be budded. Another orchard 
will show alternate rows intact, and 
half of the trees cut to grafting stumps, 
while all through this peculiar city are 
orange pieces from infant settings to 
those gray in service. Then there are 
lots where the sacrilege is being com-

Anderson was undoubtedly 
a success at pilinc up money. but when 
he tackled Arizona he got off on the 
wrong foot. In this southwestern coun- 
try there is one law that carries with 
its violation a death penalty. That law 
is, never get away from water. An- 
derson wave his last drop to a%5 nag 
he drove. He might as well have 
emptied it on the sands. While in the 
light of those who know better his 
case seems the height of folly; still 
from his own standpoint he did well, 
and the result is a very sad affair. He 
and his wife started to drive in a surrey 
with one horse to Cave Creek, where 
his son, who is here for his health, is 
ill. Cave Creek is thirty miles, out, 
and they had only one little canteen 
of water.

refused to go farther. The Andersons 
did not know where they were, and 
the horse refusing to go on, they 
thought that traveling back home 
would be better than standing still. 
This the horse consented to do—for a 
mile or two. It made a zigzag track 
in the road, out at one side, and then 
at the other side. Sometimes’ the 
brute balked again, and then Ander- 
son would get out and urge it by va- 
rious means. The sun beat down with- 
out mercy, and everything was in a 
shimmer of heat... Still they had the 
canteen, and drank sparingly of it. 
Then ‘the horse balked and they con- 
ceived the amazing idea of giving their 
water to the animal. This they did. 
The rest can easily be guessed. An- 
derson was an old and fleshy man. in 
voor condition for exertion. He had 
frequently toiled desperately with the 
horse, and he was worn out with exer- 
tion. Without water he gradually lost 
consciousness. His head dropped over 
on his wife’s shoulder, and she could’

Anderson was breathing, but far gone, 
and his wife was out of her mind.

TUCSON. 

TUCSON, Aug. 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The home-rule plank in 
appointments for the Territories, in 
the national Republican platform has 
had another crack made in it. The ap- 
pointments for the Tucson United 
States land offices have been made, and 
Dorsey Patton of Chicago has been 
named for Register, and J. H. Kowman 
of Holbrook, Ariz., for Receiver. Mr. 
Patton is an. eastern politician who 
stumped Illinois for McKinley. Mr. 
Bowman is a sterling man, eminently 
qualified for the position. Tucson seems 
to be coming out at the little end of 
the horn on recognition to office. Not 
a Tucson man has been named for any 
position, either Federal or Territorial, 
not excepting the offices located in this 
city. The office of Surveyor-General, 
Marshal, Judge, and both land offices 
have all gone to outsiders, and it looks 
as though the-brave old city on the 
Santa Cruz will be in luck to name its 
own postmaster. The clerkship of the 
court here has several good Tucson 
men for candidates, but it comes pretty 
straight that the new judge will bring 
his own clerk with him. 

Lieut. C. C. Smith, U.S.A., detailed 
several months ago as instructor of the 
National Guard of Tucson, has re- 
quested that he be returned to his regi- 
ment at Fort: Riley, Kan. 

A friendly rivalry has long existed 
between Tucson and Willcox as to 
which shipped the most cattle. For 1896 
Willcox was a trainload ahead. At lat- 
est reports Willcox was again slightly 
in the lead, with Tucson gaining. Here 
are the figures: Shipments from Tucson 
since January 1 aggregate 32,599 head. 
Shipments from Willcox during tht 
same period comprised 32,848 head, a 
difference of 255 in,favor of Willcox.

CANAL INTERESTS IN DANGER. 


GREAT BRITAIN WILL GOBBLE UP 
THE BIG DITCH. 


Bids for San Pedro Harbor Must 
Wait Till Alger’s Vacation is 
Over—John C, Lynch’s Clever 
Wire Pulling. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—A_ case 
that Will in all probability lead to inter- 
national diplomatic negotiations of a 
most important nature arises from: the 
failure of the greater Central Ameri- 
can republic to receive Hon. W. L. 
Merry of California as Minister. Presi- 
Yient Cleveland refused to recognize the 
Greater Republic except as a league 
of countries, and Congress has never 
in any way recognized the power as a 
sovereignty. Minister Baker repre- 
sents the United States in Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and San Salvador, and the 
Greater Republic is composed of Nica- 
ragua, Guatemala and Honduras. Capt. 
Merry is persona non grata to Guate- 
mala on account of his position as 
Consul when the trouble occured  be- 
tween Guatemala and San Salvador. 
The Sundry Civil Bill, which provides 
for the salaries and expenses of for- 
eign diplomats, carried an appropria- 
tion for a Minister to Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica and San Salvador, but none for 
the Greater Republic. Minister Baker 
has not been removed, and Capt. Merry 
has been appointed Minister to the 
Greater Republic. This called forth a 
notice from the Greater Republic that 
Minister “Merry was persona non grata. 
Capt. Merry has’ been a very active 
friend of the Nicaragua Canal. A pro- 
test emanating from the Greater Re- 
public, claiming that this project would 
violate the rights of the Great Britain, 
prevented the canal ‘question from be- 
ing favorably acted upon last winter. 


President McKinley recently appointed | 


a commission to report upon the canal 
project, and several meetings have 
already been had. Senator Perkins 
made the strongest of efforts to have 
Capt. Merry appointed, and ex-Sen- 
ator Warner Miller, president of the 
Maritime Company, also insisted upon 
it. He was appointed to the Greater 
Republic. Had he been appointed to 
succeed Minister Baker to Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and San Salvador, it is be- 
lieved’ there would have been no 
trouble, but he is not regarded favor- 
ably by Guatemala. It would not set- 
tle the question to send another repre- 
sentative, for: the-.reason that none 
would be received who would take 
any active steps in the canal matter. 
Neither Honduras nor Guatemala is 
favorable to this canal passing even 
virtually into. the hands of the United 
States government. It has been made 
very greatly to their intent to assist in 
defeating the present concessions and 
enabling Great Britain to build thé 
canal. Minister Baker has been ac- 
cused of working against the canal, 
and he is now holding the fort. 

Capt. Merry and Senator Morgan are 
having daily consultations at the State 
Department, and an answer will be 
prepared and sent to the Greater Re- 
public, but on account of there being 
no appropriation for such a Minister, 
it is feared the entire matter will go 
over until next winter, unless private 
funds are advanced to enable Capt. 
Merry to go. It is certain that if he 
does not go, the claims of Great Brit- 
ain will be greatly strengthened be- 
fore Congress will have any opportun- 
ity to act, and the rights of the United 
States may be lost altogether. As this 
country discovered the route fifty 
years ago, and has constantly agitated 
the building of the canal ever since, it 
would be a very great hardship to lose 
it now after several millions of dollars 
have been expended. There is no ques- 
tion that the situation is critical. Capt. 
Merry stated to me today that he did 
not feel at. liberty to discuss the mat- 
ter, but he did say that the appropria- 
tion was purposely left out of the bill, 
and that it was possible that nothing 
could be done until the next session of 
Congress. 

Admiral Walker of the Nicaragua 
Canal Commission, after the meeting 
of that body today, said that there was 
no present intention of visiting Nica- 
ragua, but such a visit would be made 
before a report was sent to Congress. 
From the plans outlined it can be 
‘stated abselute-eonfidenee,_al— 
though without official sanction, that it 
will take very nearly, if not quite, a 
year before the commission will be 
ready to report. Meanwhile the Cen- 
tral American republics are insisting 
that the concessions are already for- 
feited, and there are very positive in- 
dications that Great Britain is prenar- 
ing to build the canal just as soon as 
the United States gets shut out. Unless 
our interests are looked after very soon 
the commission report had best be sent 
to the English Parliament, as Congress 
will have lost jurisdiction of the sub- 
ject. 


The Republican national and Con- 
gressional committees are very hard 
at work on the campaigns in Iowa, 
Ohio and Maryland. Each of 
States elects a Legislature that 
choose a United States Senator, 
the Republicans are taking no chances. 
The prospects for securing a Repub- 
lican Senator from Maryland are good, 
while no doubt is expressed as to 
Ohio and Iowa. The Iowa campaign 
this fall will hinge largely on the 
silver question. The national commit- 
tee is already doing a great deal of 
work there, and the reports indicate 
that the efforts are telling: No pains 
are being spared to cal! the attention of 
the Iowa farmers to the fact that 
while the prices of all agricultural 
products are rising steadily, the price 
of silver is going down, having now 
reached the lowest price in its history. 
This is a practical refutation of the 
much-vaunted claim of the free silver 
advocates that wheat and silver rise 
and fall together. The reports re- 
ceived from Iowa are of a very satis- 
factory character, although, of course, 
the campaign has not fully opened yet. 
The Republicans have done so much 
preliminary work, however, that they 
are able to make some pretty safe pre- 
dictions by the result of, the labor al- 
ready vut in. There will be no cessa- 
tion of work at the Republican Na- 
tional. Committee headquarters during 
the summer, but on the contrary, it 
will grow heavier from this time on. 
Toward the end of the summer Wash- 
ington will become a lively political 
center for the Iowa, Ohio and Mary- 
land campaigns.

A DUCHESS ATTEMPTS SUICIDE, 
Driven by Her 


to Desperation 
Unhappy Marriage. 


[Chicago Times-Herald:] Court cir- 
cles and Ministerial Soziety at Rome 
are in a fever of excitement. The 
Duchess of Aosta, niece by marriage 
of King Humbert, and also niece of 
Olga, Queen of the Hellenes, has again. 
tried to kill herself. 

The tragic affair occurred last May. 
One afternoon she went alone to her 
bath. An hour later she could not be 
found. A hasty search of the palace 
revealed nothing. A courier was dis- 
patched for King Humbert and another 
for the Minister of the roval house- 
hold. 

A reaid in the meantime found the 
door of a,small bathroom, remote from 
the Duchess’s apartments, locked from 
the inside. She called the three women 
guards and they discovered the Duchess 
unclad, face downward in a tub halg 
full of water. She was unconscicus 
and Dr. di Poali, the royal doctor, 
thought at first that she was beyond 
hope. After three hours’ work, how- 
ever, he revived her, and she is now 
convalescing. 

This is the latest chapter in the 
tragic romance of the peautif‘ul Helene 
of Orleans as it is told froin the house- 
tops of Rome today by the Socialists, 
despite the denials and denunciations 
of the semi-official press, and as it is 
related in Potsdam and the Wilhelm 
strass in Berlin. 

It has aroused in Berlin the gloome- 


of the Savoy dynasty. King Humbert 
has been laboring for weeks under the 
load of menaces which Crispi has 
launched at him. “If I fall you fall, 
too,”’ has been the burden of the ex- 
Premier’s constant threat when he has 
begged for protection from the politi- 
cal enemies who are exposing his pe- 
culations in office. 

I have already told of the -inhappy 
life any many loves of the autiful 
Orleans .Princess, who, 
set her heart on the Duke of Clarence 
and the present Czar in quick succes- 
sion, eventually was driven into a con- 
venience marriage with King Hume- 
bert’s nephew. I have told of her hopes 
of the Duke’s accession to the throne 
and her own crowning as Italy’s Queen; 
of the blasting of these hopes by the 
marriage of the Italian.Crown Prince 
Helene of Montenegro, and ofthe 
French girl’s disappointed outcry that 
her husband had hbeeyume hateful to 
her, and she would flee from his palace 
scandal or no scandal. 

Not only were the Duchess’s trunks 
packed and ready to go, but she herself 
was gone. She had left he: hasband 
‘and sought refuge in the house of a 
French woman of rank in Rome. She 
was found there in a half hysierical 
state, was browbeaten and bulidozed 
by ministers of state and the King and 
Queen, and eventually nalf carried, half 
guided back to her husban‘i’s rocf. 

Two weeks later she had recovered 
from her hysteria sufficiently te receive 
her husband. There was a_ violent 
scene. The Princess told her husband 
that she hated him, néver wanted to 
see him again, and wouli kill herself 
if he insisted on inflicting his society 
on her. His remonstrances were in 
vain. She grew more hystericel and 
violent, seizing a venknife, exclaimed 
that she would die then and there, and 
cut her wrist in an effort tu sever an 
artery. 

After the Duchess’s wound had been 

dressed and the rumors of her at- 
tempted suicide had been hushed, three 
women were placed on guard over the 
desperate French girl, nominally to 
nurse her, but really to prevent her 
from again escaping from the palace 
or again attempting her life. 
Yet the will of the unwilling wife 
found a way. The Duchess simulated 
resignation. Then followed the second 
attempt at self-destruction above re- 
lated. 

If to the cloud of financial dishonor 
now thickening about the Italian mone 
arch be added, the steady odium of do- 
mestic scandal, the Imbrianas and De 
Felices, who rage up and down the 
land with 490,000 Republican followers, 
the fate of the house of Savoy will be 
uncertain indeed. It may be this Helene 
of Rome whose whims and miseries 
and hysterical vagaries will bring on 
the collapse of her adopted kingdom 


Republicans. There are greater powers 
than the working for this end—the 
Vatican, the French nation. the great 
party of Crispi and the whole sentf- 
ment of an overtaxed and downtrod- 
den people—but, as in the case of Loufs 
and Napoleon of France and Ludwig of 
Bavaria, these other powers may but 
prepare the revolutionary pile, while 
it is left for a woman’s hand to touch 
the match.

‘FREE SPEECH BUT NOT FREE RIOT. 

Gov. Atkinson of West \irginia, in 
replying to an interrogation from 
Messrs. Gompers, Sovereign and Ratch- 
ford, a committee representing the 
striking coal-miners, defined, 
briefly, the rights of the strikers and 
those who assume to, speak and act 
for them in the present difficulty... The 


“Governor reminds his . interrogators | 


that his office is executive, not legisla- 
tive or judicial. It is therefore his 
duty to enforce the laws as he finds 
them, and he is without power to alter 
the laws or to interfere with the action 
of the courts. But, he further informs 
them, the utmost freedom of speech is 
permissible, and no attempt will be 
made to interfere witu that right so 
long as the rights and property of 
others are not trespassed upon, and no 
incitement to riot or unlawful violence 
is indulged in. 

Gov. Atkinson declares that he will 
protect all citizens in the exercise of 
the rights of free speech, but he warns 
the strikers, at the same time, that if 
they abuse that right by interfering 
with the rights or property of others he 
will use the full power of the State, if 
necessary, to repress lawlessness and; 
preserve the peace. | 

These are words fitly spoken. The 
right of free speech and of free assem- 
blage is guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and there is 
no disposition in any quarter to abridge 
or interfere with this great and funda- 
mental right. But the right of free 
speéch does not include the right of 
free riot, nor the right to incite law- 
lessness. No such right exists, and in 
_the very nature of things no such right 
can exist in a communi _by_ 


law. ¢ 
Thus far the striking coal-miners 
have kept more closely within. the 
bounds of law than is usual in strikes 
of great magnitude. Only a few acts 
of lawlessness, and those of a minor 
character, have been committed. But 
there is a constant menace of violence 
s0 long as large bodies of angry and 
desperate men are assembled in the 
vicinity of the mines. Many of these 
men are armed, and will undoubtedly 
resort to violence upon a slight pre- 
text. It is therefore incumbent upon 
the authorities to keep the closest 
watch upon them, and to meet any at- 
tempt at violence which they may 
make with such force as may be needed 
to preserve the peace and protect the 
rights of all peaceable citizens. There 
is no other course that is consistent 
with official duty and the public safety. 
The question as to whether the de- 
mands of the strikers are just or un- 
just is not at issue in this connection. 
It does not belong to the Governor nor 
to the subordinate peace officers to 
determine this question. Their sole 
duty is to preserve the peace, and to 
see that the Constitutional rights of all 
citizens, without distinction, ~are re- 


spected. 
Among the inalienable rights of 


merican citizenship is the right to 
earn an honest living by honest toil. 
Interference with this right is threat- 
ened by the assemblage of large num- 
bers of strikers in the vicinity of the 
mines which have refused to shut 
down at their dictation. The chief ob- 
ject of these assemblages is to intimi- 
date men who. are willing and anxious 
to work. This object is unlawful. 
Every man has a right to work if he 
can obtain employment, and: no man 
‘has a right to prevent his working. 
The authorities in the districts affected 
by the strike.will signally fail in their 
duty if they do not repress with 
“promptness all attempts to intimidate 
on-union workmen or otherwise to

NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Advices from Washington 


that the administration is earnestly in 
favor of the construction of the Nica- 
ragua Canal, and that. the President 
will probably recommend, in his an- 
nual message, the building of this great 
waterway under the auspices and con- 
trol of the United States government. 
It is held that no new convention with 
Nicaragua is necessary in order to 
secure authority from that country for 
the construction of the canal. The 
convention now in force, and the con- 
cession granted by the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment to an American company for 
the construction of the waterway, are 
deemed ample authority; hence there 
is no serious obstacle, aside from tue 
engineering difficulties, to the prosecu- 
tion of the work. : 


It is only a question of time when 
this great waterway between the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans will be con- 
structed. It is one of the pressing 
and must 
sooner or later be carried into effect. 
As has been shown in previous discus- 
sions of this question, the canal when 
completed will be of inestimable bene- 
fit to the people of the whole country. 
But especially will it-benefit the people 
of the Pacific Coast, who will through 
it secure for their products lower 
freight rates and much quicker transit, 
by water, to the Atlantic seaboard. 

It would be a grand testimonial to 
the wisdom and public spirit of the 
McKinley administration if this great 
work could be begun and completed, 
or practically so, during President Mc- 
Kinley’s term of office. @ |

AN AUSPICIOUS OUTLOOK. | | 
In his financial review for the week 


ending July 31, Henry: Clews takes an 


exceedingly optimistic view of the busi- 
ness situation and the prospects for the 
near futur®& Reports from the wheat- 
growing districts are of such a nature 
as to render it practically certain that 
the wheat crop. will be one of the 
largest ever grown in the United States, 
It is also certain \that the shortage in 
foreign wheat will be unusually heavy, 
insuring a strong demand for American 
wheat, at good prices—probably at 
prices considerably ‘higher than those 
which prevail at the present time. 

The prospects as regards the corn 
crop are not so well defined. The crop 
may be large or small, according to the 
weather conditions which prevail from 
the present time until the maturing of 
the crop. - The indications are favorabie 
on the whole, however, for an abundant 
corn crop at good prices. There is also 
an excellent prospect for large exports 
of raw cotton, and other of our agri- 
cultural products are certain to be de- 
manded in liberal quantities by the 
foreign trade. Summing up these con- 
ditions, Mr. Clews says: 

“These agricultural conditions méan, 
in the first place, a large increase in 
the earnings of the railroads, which 
may be expected to appear from this 
time forward. In the next place, we 
may reasonably expect an unprece- 
dented export of agricultural products, 
the increase applying to values as well 
as to quantity. The relatively high 
price of wheat, together with the ex- 
traordinary volume of surplus home 
supply, will have a very important 
bearing upon the current of our for- 
eign trade. To this must also be added 
the export of an immense cotton crop. 
The outward movement in these two 
great staples gives a certainty of a 
year of extraordinary exports. On the 
other hand, it is to be taken into the 
account that the imports promise to be 
relatively light. How far the adyance 
in duties, under the new tariff, will ex- 
clude foreign goods remains to be} 
proved; it cannot fail to have some 
appreciable influence in that direction. 
But it is already an accomplished fact 
that fully $100,000,000 worth of mer- 
chandise has been imported in advance 
of the wants of the. next twelve 
months; and what is of special impor- 
tance in this connection is the fact that 
a large portion of those imports have 
been already paid for, so that their 
effect upon the foreign exchanges is a 
thing of the past. It is plain that these 
conditions lay the basis for an extra- 
ordinary foreign trade balance in our 
favor during the crop year upon which 
we have entered. The probabilities 
thus point to an unusually important 
import of gold. And although we may 
not be in any real need of an increase 
in our stock of the metal, yet its pos- 
session will have v vaiuable effects. 
It will give us a continuous ease in the 
money market by replenishing the re- 
serves of the banks; and, should the 
banks be disposed to voluntarily trans- 
fer a portion of their gold to the treas- 
try, it will also strengthen the metal- 
lic reserves of the government. In‘any 
event, pending the earnest attention 
that is being directed toward the con- 
dition of our currency system, it can 
only have a highly beneficial effect, 


both at home and abroad, to see the 


nation’s gold stock rising toward the 
foremost rank in the world, and that 
by a purely normal process. All this in- 
evitably means a restoration of con- 
fidence, commercial and financial, that 
will carry us into a condition of great 
national prosperity.” 


There are few cities in tne Hast, of 
half the size of Los Angeles, which 
are not provided with a police-alarm 
system.

MR. JONES OF NEVADA. 


Belief That the Senator is Drifting 
Back to the Republicans. 


[Washington Star:] In the opinion 
of a good many, among them some of 
those who have been associated with 
him in the fight for silver, Senator 
Jones of Nevada is drifting back into 
the Republican party. He and his 
colleague, Senator Stewart, were the 
first silver bolters. It was never quite 
certain where Jones landed when he 
got out of the Republican party. At 
first he was called a Populist, and then 
simply a silver man. For some time 


definite party assoctation. During many 
years he has been regarded the greatest 
authority on the money question on 
the silver side. His speech on the sub- 
ject delivered several years ago, which 
occupied him for several days in the 
Senate, and which constitutes a large 
volume in print, has Ween the basis 
of most of the speeches and books that 
have been delivered or published in 
behalf of silver since. He went more 
exhaustively into the subject than 
would be practicable in a pamphlet 


ume of the speech appals the average 
reader. Pamphleteers and silver agi- 
tators have, therefore, drawn on it 
for material with which to supply lit- 
erature for popular distribustion. This 
material was available for the author 
of “Coin’s Financial School” and for 
many others who have tried to make 
the subject popular. But that speech 
which Mr. Jones delivered during the 
discussion over the repeal of the Sher- 
man law, was about the 
spicuous act of his in the promotion of 
the silver agitation. He figured promi- 
nently in the monetary conference, 
which failed to accomplish anything, 
and, though it did not then appear, it 
is likely that he was impressed with 
some new ideas at that conference. 

He was then associated with Baron 
Rothschilds and some of the ablest 
financiers of Europe, and his training 
and natural intellectual grasp enabled 
him to fully comprehend their views 
and. their plans. Since thq@n he has in 
no sense been a leader in the silver 
movement, though his name has been 
continued to be associated with it. He 
did not figure at all in the laSt Presi- 
dential campaign., He was consulted 
little, if at all, by either Populists, 
Democrats or Silver Republicans, and 
since the campaign énded he has not 
been a party to the many conferences 
the silver Senators have held. This ap- 
pears to have been due entirely to a 
disinclination on his part to partici- 
pate. He appears to have gradually 
withdrawn from the position he at one 
time held, and his course during the 
present tariff fight, while it has been 
criticised by Republicans on account of 
the way he is supposed to have held 
the Finance Committee, has received 
much more severe criticism privately 
from his former silver associates. Hig 
vote has not been avaitable for them 
in either the committee or in the Sen- 
ate to carry out certain plans they 
would have liked to put into opera- 
tion. It is believed that his inclina- 
tions now place him much more in 
sympathy with the party which he de- 
serted to become a detached Populist 
than he is with the aggressive silver 
element in the Senate. 

The work on the Tariff Bill in 
committee and in conference has in a 
large measure revived his old Repub- 
lican associations, and, it is believed 
that he has a disposition to drift back 
into the old camp. 


Mrs. Logan Had It Printed. 


{James S. Evans in Chicago Times- 

Herald:] Mrs. John A. Logan once gave 
to a newspaper reporter in this city a 
letter from a southern editor that cre- 
ated a lot of talk. It was immediately 
after the death of Gen. Grant, some 
twelve years ago. The reporter had 
gone to the Logan residence to inter- 
view the general about some matter 
then before Congress. The general was 
in bed and the reporter. was shown to 
his room. In the course of the eveme 
ing Mrs. Logan entered the bed cham- 
ber and took part in the conversation. 
In her hand she held a letter, the 
contents of which her husband knew 
about. She wanted to give it to the 
reporter, but the general objected. But 
as the newspaper man started to leave 
Mrs. Logan slipped the envelope into 
his hand. The next morning nearly ev- 
ery newspaper in the country printed 
a copy of it. It was a rare and racy 
document. 

Col. Alexander G. Horn of Meridian, 
Miss., then the editor of the Daily 
Mercury, was its author. The letter 
was intended as an explanation of an 
editorial that had appeared a few weeks 
before in the Mercury. Col. Horn and 
J. J. Shannon were associates in the 
publication of the aforesaid journal. 
On the morning following the death of 
the hero of Appomattox the Mercury 
contained one of the most cruel articles 
about Gen, Grant ever printed by a 
press. It dared any true southerner 
to grieve or show signs of sorrow over 
his demise. It called upon the people 
of Dixie land to exult and rejoice at 
the death of the man who had slain 
her sons and burned their homes. The 
people of Meridian were astounded. 
They went to the editor, Col. Horn, 
and asked him, in the name of peace, 
to write another article withdrawing 
it. He was obdaduraté, and instead of 
doing as his neighbors wished, dictated 
another one equally as fierce as the 
first. 


At that moment the name of Col. 
Shannon was. before the Senate await- 
ing confirmation as postmaster at Mer- 
idian. An enemy of his, knowing the 
love that Gen. Logan had for Gen. 
Grant, inclosed copies of the paper to 
him, expecting that Logan would op- 
pose Shannon’s nomination. Shannon 
and Horn had a dispute over the edi- 
torial, and their relations became _,.80 
strained that a street duel was only 
averted by the interference of mutual 
friends. Col. Horfi’s letter to Gen. Lo- 
gan was to the effect that Col. Shannon 
was innocent of the article and had 
known nothing about it until he saw it 
in the paper. I cannot quote the letter 
with literal exactness, but a part of it 
was as follows: 

“No, Shannon had nothing to do with 
it. In the first place, he hasn’t sense 
enough to conceive such &@ sentiment 
as was expressed in the editorial, ana rf 
the had he would be too cowardly to 
write it. He is my partner, I am sorry 


you will afford me the opportunity of 
getting rid of him. is 

“And why not take him, John? There 
is a mighty narrow strip between the 
radical Republicanism that you repre- 
sent and the Cleveland mugwumpery 
that Shannon tries to represent. He is 
not a Democrat, never was and never 
will be. I predict that you will soon 
have him’over on your side, and God 
speed the day! We Democrats down 
here don’t want him. 

“IT am growing old, but I am still in 
possession of my mental] faculties, and 
I hope to live many years longer to tell 
the truth from day to day about. the 
despised Yankees and their politics. I 
am seriously afflicted with hemiplegia,

The two men have been friends for 
many years, and there is no reason, 
probably, why their strictly personal 
relations should be changed. The diffi- 
culty grows out of relations they sus- 
tain to the public. When the Presi- 
dent selected Mr. Hay to represent 
this country at the British court the 
appointment was cordially gpproved. 
So, too, when the President selected 
Mr. Reid as special envoy to the 
Queen’s jubilee that also was approved. 
The two men were formerly associates 
on the New York Tribune, Reid as 
editor-in-chief, and Hay as a member 
of the staff. All went smoothly. If 
Mr. Reid did put himself forward quite 
as much as was good taste it was 


to be remembered that his day was . 


to be a very short one. 

Probably no trouble would have 
come, but unfortunately a letter which 
Secretary Sherman wrote to Ambas- 
sador Hay, and which was confidential 
in character, appeared a week or ten 
days ago in the New York Tribune, 
and in that paper only. How came 
it that the Tribune had such a scoop 
as that upon all the other papers in 
the country? Was it because its edl- 
tor-in-chief had been shown it in con- 


fidence by the former member of. the: 


editorial staff? That was at once 
charged by an unfriendly rival, but 
it is not likely that Mr. Reid stooped 
to anything so dishonorable, nor is it 
likely that Mr. Hay thinks so, but, 
on the other hand, Mr. Reid had sald 
or done nothing, sogfar as the public 
knows, to rebuke the betrayal of trust 
by the paper of which he is the sale 
responsible head. That being the case, 
it was the duty of Mr. Hay to im- 
prove the first opportunity afforded to 
set himself right. As Ambassador he 
owed it to both the nation which he 
represented and the one to which he 
is accredited to guard against any ap- 
pearance of connivance at or partici- 


| pation in the bad faith of the Tribune, 


There is altogether too much dispo- 
sition on the part of the heads of a 
certain class of American newspapers 
to publish anything sensational, -how- 
ever pernicious the publication may 
be, and then when brought to book 
for it, plead ignorance. It is not nec- 
eeexary to pass upon the individual ar- 
ticles, whether of news or editorial 
the general 
character of the people. Nobody 
knows this better than Whitelaw Reid. 
That surreptitious publication of ‘the 
Sherman-Hay letter put Mr. Hay in 
a very embarrassing position, 
which Mr. Reid should have promptly 
relieved him. If he comes home from 
his jubilee outing with a feeling that 
there was at last a dead fly in the 
ointment it will be no fault of Mr. 
Hay, albeit he, in a sense, put it there. 


The Horseless Carriage in New York 


[Commercial Advertiser: ] After 
four months’ experiment there is no 
doubt that the horseless cab is to be a 
permanent feature of New York life. 
There are twelve of these hansoms in 
constant use in the streets of the 
metropolis, besides a brougham and 
a surrey, all operated by electricity, 
and running smoothly along on pneu- 
matic-tired wheels at a speed of any- 
where from four to fifteen miles per 
hour. The electric cabs and carriages 
that are offered for hire in New York 


are all owned by one firm—the Elec-. 


tric Carriage and Wagon Company, at 
No. 140 West Thirty-ninth street. 
The drivers of the horseless cabs 
are the same cab drivers to whom New 
Yorkers have become accustomed on 
the old-fashioned cabs with horses. 
Superintendent Harrington says that 
it takes a cab- driver only about a 
week to learn how to drive an electric 


rent, how to steer and how to put the 
brake on when necessary. Naturally, 
a cab driver who has been used to: 
guiding a mettlesome horse in and 
out among the traffic of Broadway, 
with a press of vehicles and a jumble 
of noises that would bewilder an inex- 
perienced man, is not to be dismayed 
by a mere electric cab, that can be 
controlled by machinery, with such 


exactitude that there is no reason to > 


make provision for vagaries such as 
are common to the best-behaved of 
horses. That the cab drivers do learn 
the principles of the electric carriage’ 
thoroughly is proved by the fact that 
there have been no accidents to speak 
of in the four months that the electric 
cab svstem has been in operation in 
New York. 

The electric cabs that are seen on 
the regular stands with horse cabs 
and hacks are rented to cabmen at so 
much a day by the carriage and 
wagon company. The rates for cab 
hire are the same as with horse cabs, 
and there is the same kind of disputes 
between the cabman and his fare with 
electricity that there is with horses.

AVALON LIKENED UNTO THD MEDI- 
TERRANEAN RESORTS, 


Great Waste of Fish—Fish Stories 
‘Corroborated by the Camera, 
Yachting Parties Around the 
Island and to the Isthmus, . 


AVALON (Catalina Island,) Aug. 4.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] The Her- 
mosa brought over another big crowd 
yesterday, and a score more came to- 
day on the Paloma. The weather is 
perfect, the fish are biting freely, and 
everybody, consequently, is happy. 

The climate of Avalon, like other fea- 
tures of the island, is unique among 
California seaside resorts. It is the 
only seaside resort in the State with 
an east frontage, protected from the 
ocean winds. Hence, people are not 
driven indoors as soon as the sun sets, 
but can sit on the piazzas, or prome- 
nade, in light clothing, until bedtime. 
In this, and in some other respects, 
Avalon bears much resemblance to the 
Mediterranean -resorts, without the 
mistral, or cold north wind, which oc- 
casionally sweeps down from the Alps 
at those places, and forces invalids to 
faurry indoors. 

One of the first things that strikes 
the visitor here is the great waste of 
fish. It is roughly estimated that half 
a ton of fish is dumped into the bay 
every day. This, in spite of the fact 
that hundreds in Los Angeles are sel- 
dom able to obtain fish, or, in fact, 
any other food in plenty. The practice 
is not only wasteful, but is more or less 
of a nuisance.. For several years the 
problem of utilizing this food supply 
has been discussed, in a vague sort of 
way, but nothing practical has been 
accomplished. It is suggested that it 
would be a good idea for the various 
charitable organizations in Los Angeles 
to club together and hire a man to re- 
ceive the fish, clean and pack them for 
shipment. Arrangements could doubt- 
less be made with the transportation 
companies, and a little ice would be 
about the only expense. True sports- 
men would find more pleasure in catch- 
ing fish if they knew they would not 
be wasted.

At the City Hall yesterday the 
Board of Fire Commissioners held its 
regular session. At the conclusion of 
business, Mayor Snyder, on behalf of 
the, fire department employés, pre- 
sented Fire Chief Moore with a hand- 
some gold badge. The Board of Equal- 
ization passed on a number of appli- 
cations for reduction of assessments, 
and allowed reductions aggregating 
$8770 on account of double, erroneous 
and excessive assessments.

A suit over certain 
irrigation appliances was on trial all 
day. The hearing of the habeas corpus 
which summoned to court Janett 
Thomson Norman was continued until 
Thursday. Ah Gee, the Chinaman 
tried for selling lottery tickets, was ar- 
rested again ona charge of perjury.

OR REDUCTIONS, 


shan oF EQUALIZATION DEAF TO 
NEARLY ALL APPEALS. 


All Applications Will Be Denied Un- 
\ less Presented in Person or by 
Agents—Fire Department Will 

Advertise for All Supplies. 


The Board of Equalization: passed 
upon more than thirty applications for 
reductions in the City Assessor's fig- 
ures yesterday. In a number of cases 
no hearings were had because of the 
absence of protéstants. To prevent fur- 
ther delay a rule was adopted that 
hereafter all applications for reduc- 
tions will be Wenied once for all, un- 
less they are represented in person by |. 
the owner of the property or his agent. 

The aggregate amount of the reduc- 
tions allowed was $8770, of which $3500 
was for double assessment, and $1109 
for improvements erroneously assessed. 

The petitions of John Bryson, Sr., 
and his wife for a reduction of the 
valuation of the Bryson Block from 
$85,000 to $70,000 was denied. The ap- 
plication of R. M. Baker for a reduc- 
tion on the improvements on his Broad- 
way property adjoining the City Hall 
from $3500 to $2000 was denied; also 
for a reduction on the old postoffice 
building on Arcadia and -Main streets 
from $5500 to $1000. R. H. Chapman’s 
application for a reduction on lots in 
East Los Angeles was denied; also the 


application of the John B. Downey 
estate. 
A. K. Crawford was allowed a reduc- 


tion from $180 to $100 in the valuation 
of a lot. W. A. Clements was allowed 
a reduction on four lots from $500 to 
$350 each. A valuation of $350 on im- 
provements on a lot belonging to J. C. 
Ivan was canceled. 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


Hereafter Will Advertise for All 
Supplies. 

The Board ‘of Fire Commissioners met 
yesterday. morning in the committee- 
room of the Mayor’s office at the usual 
hour. 

Fire Chief Moore reported that ‘one 
of the department horses had died 
on July 25, while in pasture. He also 
reported that on July 31, while respond- 
ing to a fire alarm eafly in the morn- 
ing, a horse belonging to Chemical 
Company No. 1 collided with a 
butcher’s wagon and was badly in- 
jured. Investigation showed - that 
Driver Del Valle was not to blame for 
the accident. 

On recommendation of Fire ‘Chief 
Moore it was decided to ask the Council

The reports of the city sincttinion and. 


of the captains of the various fire com- 
panies were filed. The usual demands 
and requisitions were approved, includ- 
ing a requisition for two engine horses 
at $125 each. 

On recommendation. of Fire Chief 

Moore a petition of the Merchants’ Fire 
Patrol system, providing for the plac- 
ing of a gong in the company’s office, 
was granted. This «will be connected 
with the fire-alarm system of the city, 
but the fire commissioners made the 
condition that $25 be paid to cover the 
expense of the connections and $10 per 
annum for maintenance. 
. The following applications were re- 
ferred to Fire Chief Moore: From Mar- 
garet Bixby et al., for permission to 
bore for oil in the block bounded by 
Pearl, Ramona and College streets in 
the Victor Heights tract; and from 
*Robert E. Sheppard to operate a laun- 
dry at No. 727 East First street. 

This ended the routine business, but 
just as the commisioners were ready 
to adjourn, Mayor Snyder rose. in his 
place. It was evident from his man- 
ner that something unusual was about 
to happen. In his hand Mayor Snyder 
held a gold badge, shaped like a-shield 
and bearing on its face the miniature 


representation of a lantern with a 


ruby for a lens. The corners of the 
badge were decorated with the tiny 
insignia of a fireman’s office, and above 
all was a diamond set in gold. Mayor 
Snyder said: 


“Before I declare ‘the session ad- 


, journed, I have a pleasant duty to 


perform. I been requested by the 
department enrployés, through the as- 
sistant chief, to present on their be- 
half to Chief Moors this token of re- 
membrance and good will. The gift is 
a recognition of the good will existing 
between the head of our fire depart- 
ment and his men, and if is fortunate 
for the city that ‘this sentiment pre- 
vails. I may say in conclusion, and I 
believe I voice the common opinion of 
the donors, that this badge is not given 
with any idea of currying favor with 
the Chief, but merely as an indication 
of friendship and respect.” 

Chief Moore, who was evidently sur- 
prised by the gift from his subordi- 
nates, accepted the badge with: the fol- 
lowing remarks: .” 

“It is indeed gratifying’ to receive 
such a remembrance from .those’ with 
Whom I am so: closely’ associated. A 
gift is at all times a pleasure to the 
recipient, but in this’ case, and pre- 
sented with the kindly feeling with 
which I feel this badge has been given; 
it ig. doubly gratifying. Throughout 


my connection with the department I 
have endeavored to maintain discipline 
without unnecessary . harshness, and 
feel the utmost friendship for those 
connected with my department. I 
shall endeavor in the future as in the 
past to do my duty, to the satisfaction 
of the commissioners and ‘the public 
and the respect of the fire department 
employés.”’

HEADGATE AND VALVE. 


SUIT TO ENFORCE A CONTRACT ON 
PATENT RIGHTS. 


Two Pomona Men Worrying Over Ir- 
rigation Appliances—One Claims 
a Breach ef Contract and the 
Other Says He Was Defrauded. 


Judge Allen’s court was occupied 
yesterday with the trial of ae suit 
brought by J. M. Eads of Pomona to 
recover $1900 from W. J. Kessler, as 
payment for a two-fifths interest in 
certain inventions, one a device known 
as the “Eads headline valve,” and 
the other, an improved form of irriga- 
tion headgate known as the “Eads 
~~. both patented December 3, 


About three weeks after that date, 
Eads and Kessler entered into a con- 
tract whereby Kessler agreed to buy a 
two- fifths interest in these inventions 
for $6000. Of this sum,- $2200 was-to 
be paid at the time of the delivery of 
the contract, $1900 on January 1, 1897, 
and $1900 on January 1, 1898. A restric- 
tion to this’ contract was also entered 
into, providing that, at any time be- 
fore January 1, 1897, Kessler should 
have the right to discontinue the con- 
tract, Eads conveying to him just so 
much right in the patents as he should 
have paid for up to the time of this 
discontinuance, the value of the whole 
interest being agreed to be $15,000. 
Whatever assessments Kessler should 
pay in the conduct of the business of 
the “Eads Irrigation Supply Company” 
should be considered as having been 
paid on the purchase price, in the event 
of the contract being discontinued. On 
his part, Kessler agreed to pay the as- 
sessments regularly levied on a two- 
fifths interest for one year. If the 
‘contract should not.be discontinued 
before January 1, 1897, Kessler should 
comply with all the provisions of the 
agreement, and receive his full share 
of profits. 

Eads asserts that these contracts are 
still in full force and effect, and that 
the $1900 due on January 1, 1897, is still 
due and unpaid. 


that the contracts were discontinued 
on December 15, 1896. Howard 


the contracts, is alleged to have had 
the papers in his possession. When 
he was instructed by Kessler to dis- 
continue the contract, he was directed 
tf notify Eads immediately of the ac- 
tion that had,been taken, and promised 
to do so, and to procure from Eads 
the conveyance of such interest as had 
already been paid for. Eads is said to 
have refused to make this conveyance, 
and now Kessler denies that any sum 
is due. 

Kessler asserts that he was induced 
to enter into these contracts by glow- 
ing representations of the profits ac- 
cruing from these patents. Eads had 
told him that the profits of the pre- 
vious year had amounted to.7 or 8 per 
cent on a valuation for the whole of 


B. Ross had purchased from Eads an 
undivided one-fifth interest in the pat- 
ents for $3000. on the same terms as 
set forth in the contract between him- 
self and the inventor. 

Another tempting bait is alleged to 
have been held out in the form of 
agreements with land-owners to imme- 
diately supply them with the ‘Fads 
headline valve’ for more than eight 
hundred acres of land near Pomona, 
then supplied with pine-lines and irri- 
gation plants. A circular was also 


to the effect that the Eads headgate

Surveyor Wright has introduced a 
very cdémplete system of indices, in- 
cluding a property index, a locality in- 
dex of all maps and deeds, which are 
copied and indexed, and a index of all 
public streets in the county, including 
those which have been vacated§ and 
abandoned. In fact, the entire county 
is now covered by large index maps.

Lawyers Will Help Jake Joseph to 
Run His Business. 

Jake Joseph, the “second-hand man,” 
was arrested yesterday on the charge 
of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses from Mrs. C. Monroe. Mrs. 
Monroe bought’ six sets of bedroom 
furniture, supposed to be made respec- 
tively of ash, cherry and century oak, 
as per sample exhibited in the front of. 
Jake’s shop. When the furniture ar- 
rived at Mrs. Monroe’s house it was 
found to be one of the choicest as- 
sortments of mixed goods on record, no 
two pieces being alike, and all in vari- 
ous stages of dilapidated antiquity. 

As Jake refused any redress, Depiity 
District Attorney James was appealed 
to. He sent word to Jake that he could 
avoid prosecution by making the matter 
right. Jake surlily retorted that ‘he

The committee appointed at the re-

HIGHWAY ROBBERS. 


TWO DPANGEROUS CRIMINALS AR- 
RESTED AND LOCKED UP. 


—~ 


Strange Manner in Which One of 
the Highwaymen Accidentally 


His Capture, by the Detectives. 


Detectives Bradish and Auble landed 
in the City Jail last night two of the 
most dangerous criminals who have 
ever operated in California. Their 
names are George. Bassett and George 
Williams,’ and, in addition to the long 
record they have made in’ other parts 
of the country, they are for the best 
reasons believed to have been re- 
sponsible for many of the most daring 
crimes recently committed in Los An- 
geles.’ 

“Within the last few months there 
hawe been a great many highway rob- 
béries committed in the southwestern 
part of the city. On the night of July 
29-last, Reporter Elliott of the Herald 
staff was held up at the corner of 
Tenth and Hope streets and forcibly 
relieved of $8. While a single robber 
did the work Elliott noticed that he 
had a companion across the street 
ready to assist should his services be 
required. On August 1 Jacob Fitzel- 
berger, an employé of Charles Bauer's 
Anheuser. saloon, was stopped by two 
masked men at the corner of Crocker 
and Third streets and relieved of such 
articles of value as he happened to 
have about him. The same night 
Frank Savage, the broker whose of- 
fice is on Broadway near Second street, 
met a similar fate while on his way 
home, at Tenth and Hope streets. Two 
ladies’ gold watches and other val- 
uables were taken from him. Mr. and 
Mrs. E. B. Burns, who reside at No. 
1115 South Hope street, were stopped 
by a brace of highwaymen on the 
night of August 2, at the corner of 
Flower and Tenth streets, 
up their personal belongings.

were reported to the police, and the 
detective department has been on the 
sharp look-out for a clew that would 
Jjead to the capture of the criminals. 
The clew came. in an unexpected man- 
ner. 

A certain dapper young man whose 
name is Bassett became enamored of a 
certain young woman, and sought to 
gain her attention. One day. on Spring 
street he had the audacity to lift. his 
hat to her and she was shocked half- 
way out of her tailor-made vest at 
the sight. of a mask which fell over 
his face. His movement to replace his 

t and push the mask back under it, 

ugh quick as a flash. was not speedy 
enough to deceive the young woman of 
unknown identity. She saw it,’ and re- 


ported the occurrence to the police, to- 


gether with other valuable informa- 
tion regarding the young man.who had 
favored her with his attentions. Detec- 
tives. Bradish and Auble then girded 
up their loins and went after the said 
young Thev lIecated his room on 
Svring street. and hid themselves in a 
dark hallway near by to watch it. 
Thev saw -Bassett enter and nrerare 
to retire for the night. A litte while 
fater Williams knocked at the door, 
was admitted, spent half an hour with 
Bassett and reappeared. The detec- 
tives followed him. He took a Dalv- 
street car.to Fast Los Angeles, and. 
crossing to Downey avenue, strolled 
leisurely dawn to Werkman street un- 
til he came to a dark spot shaded hy 
a hedge fence where he stopped. The 
trailers were close unon him, and he 
gave them to understand that he was 
aware of that fact. There heine then 
no lonver any reason for mvysterv. if 
there had been ary from the. start, 
the. efficers Walked up to their man 
nd made him their prisoner. Then 
they went hack to the Sovring-street 
lodging-hovse and arrested Bassett. 
Several of the articles taken from the 
victims of recent hold-uns were found 
on the nriconere. and thev ha've been 
positively identified. Rascett was ar- 
rested in this citv in 189% far robbing 
Mrs. Fosevh ‘Workman of $700. He was 
essociated. with a voune man named 
George Ovuidde. and. both were sen- 
tenced to a term:of ten vears at San 
Quentin. Tr Anril and July last they 
were resnectivelv released on parole. 
Williams is known to have recently 
heen the associate of criminal char- 
acters, hut beyond that fact little !s 
known of his past. 


Open Letter to W. J. Bryan, 


{Chicago Times-Herald.] 
SALT LAKE CITY, July 20, 1897. 
Hon. W. J. Bryan, president of the 
Transmississippi Congress—My Dear 
Sir: I was confined to my hotel by 
illness during the last day’s session of 
the congress, and was not able to at- 
tend as I desired to do and to enter my 
protest against the adoption. of the 
free-silver resolutions. As the new 
president of the congress has resigned 
on account of the passage of this reso- 
lution, which he says is opposed to the 
business sentiment of his city of San 
Francisco, I presume it will bein or- 
der to place my resignation as vice- 
president’ from Minnesota in your 
hands. You are the hold-over president 
from last year, and will undoubtedly 
continue to occupy the position until 


~—your successor is duty chosén.” am 


sorry that you did not use your influ- 
ence as president of the congress to 
persuade the members of the impolicy 
and lack of good faith which the pas- 
sage of the free-silver resolution § in- 
volved. 

The Governor of my State declined 
for some time to appoint delegates to 
the congress because of its previous 
on the silver’ question. Minne- 
ota is, as you know, a strong gold- 
standard State,’ and gave about 50,- 
000 against you last fall. I assured 
Gov. Clough that I had every reason 
to beHeve that no political questions 
would be brought into the congress 
this year. I told him I had received 
three letters from the secretary urg- 
ing me to attend, and informing me 
that the Executive Committee had re- 
fused to place:the silver question upon 
the list of topics for discussion, and 
that it was the determination of the 
committee to keep all politics out of 
the. meeting. On this assurance, Gov. 
Clough appointed a number of dele- 
gates. 

When the Committee on Resolutions 


brought into the congress the resolu- | 


tion favoring the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of-16 to 1, I felt that the- 
pledge of the Executive Committee had 
been dishonored, and I think I have no 
longer any place or duty in the organi- 
zation. I believe as firmly in one meas- 
ure of values as I do in one measure of 
weights ‘and in one of. length. The 
double standard seems to me to. in- 
volve a dishonest intent. If we are 
to have two kinds of money of differ- 
ent values, then somebody is going to 
be overreached or defrauded in every 
business transaction. The debtor will 
always pay in the cheaper kind of 
money, no matter which Kind he may 
promise to pay in when ‘he contracts 
his debt. The purchaser of goods or 
land, or other kinds of property will 
naturally tender in payment money of 
the lower standard of value, and not 
of the higher standard. 

I understand your theory to be that 
gold has appreciated, and that conse- 


- quently all debts have been increased 


in amount, and that therefore there is 
a kind of crude justice ‘in adopting a 
cheaper monetary standard to relieve 
the debtor classes. Your plan.seems to 
me, however, to involve national dis- 
honor and@ the repudiation of all obli- 
gations heretofore contracted by cor- 
porations, States. and the general gov-. 
ernment, as well as. by private citizens. 
It has been thoroughly repudiated at 
a general electiony and I see no good 
to come from its further agitation. 
Least of all does such an agitation 
geem to be proper in a purely commer- 
cial body like the Transmississippi Con-

HOME PRODUCTS. 


LOCAL COMMITTEE ENTERS UPON A 
VIGOROUS CAMPAIGN, 


Important Meeting Held—Letters to 


Public Institutions — Questions 
for Manufacturers — Pertinent 
Sigus With Pointed Mottoes to 
Be Displayed. 


The Home Products Committee of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ AS- 
sociation held a meeting -yesterday 
morning and decided to enter upon a 
vigorous campaign in the interest of 
home products. 3 

The first question that came up was 
that of introducing home products in 
public institutions. The attention of 


the committee was called to the allow- |. 


ing by the Board of. Education last 
Monday evening of a bid for an east- 
ern brand of soap in the face of the 
fact that there are now in Los Ange- 
les two soap factories, employing a 
large number of hands, and using Cal- 
ifornia material. The committee voiced 
the belief that the money of the tax- 
payers should be kept at home when- 
opportunity presented itself so 

The committee instructed Secretary 
Zeehandelaar to send the following let- 
ter to the Whittier reform school, the 
Soldiers’ Home and the Asylum for 
the’ Insane at Highland: 

“The Merchants’. and Manufacturers’ 
Association has appointed a special 
committee to take steps toward the in- 
troduction of home products in public 
institutions, as-well as private 
homes. You are aware that many ar- 
ticles are manufactured in- Southern 
California that are of equal if not su- 
perior quality .to many that are im- 
ported from the East and Europe. The 
prosperity and development of South- 
ern California depends to a great ex- 
gS upon the support manufacturers 
receive from consumers.. The general 
use of home products means employ- 
ment to the masses, the use of raw ma- 
terials raised in Southern California, 
the circulation of money at home, and 
vast improvement of commercial, in- 
dustrial and financial circles. You will 
no doubt recognize the great import- 
ance of such a movemént, and your 
hearty coéperation is urgently asked. 

“Will you kindly. furnish.me with a 
list of supplies used in your institu- 
tion, together with date when the next 
bids are asked for, in order that I may 
inform: the manufacturers to: prepare 
samples of their goods for your inspec- 
ee give them an opportunity to 


An article was drawn up setting forth 
the work of the committee and the ad- 
vantages of the movement in favor of 
home industries, which will be sent for 
publication to all the newspaners of 
Southern California. Letters will be 
sent to all the Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce in Southern 
California, asking for their codperation 
and influence with the local papers, 
dealers and manufacturers. In addi- 
tion, the committee is sending out a 
letter to each of the five or six hun- 
dred manufacturers in Southern Cali- 
fornia, asking for answers to the fol- 
“Character of in- 
dustry? Number of men and women 
employed? Average yearly output? 
Average amount of wages paid yearly? 
Average amount exported by you? 
Average amount sold for home con- 
sumption? Average amount and its 
imported from the East and 
Europe in your line? What proportion 
of raw material used in the manufac- 


ture of your goods is raised in Southern | 


California? Amount? Value? How 
many horses do you use?” 
The information received will be 


treated as strictly confidential.. Statis- 
tics will be tabulated therefrom and 
used in showing to the public. the 
amount of money unnecessarily sent 
out of the city that should be kept 
here and used in the payment of wages 
and the purchase of raw material. 
Horses are mentioned in the list to 
call attention to the fact that the 
larger the number of horses used by 
manufacturers, the larger will be the 
amount of hay, barley and oats needed, 
whereby the country will receive a re- 
turn for the support given to home 
manufacturers.

THE RAND OUTPUT. Latest Lon- 
don advices state the total output of 
gold from the Witwatersrand mirés (of 
South Africa) during Jast June beats all 
previous records. The output is given 
at 251,529 ounces, worth, approximately, 
$4,200,000, being larger than the total 
for any previous month since the dis- 
“covery of the Rand mines. The figures, 
as published, present another interest- 
ing feature, and which is that the total 
for every month this year has exceeded 
the largest total for any month in any 
previous year. During the first half of 
1897 the total product of the Rand 
mines was 1,338,431 ounces of gold, as 
compared with 1,227,371 ounces, for the 
second half of 1896, and 1,054,505 ounces 
for the first half of that year. 


' WEST AUSTRALIA GOLD OUTPUT 

The gold export from West Australia 
during the six months ended June 30 of 
this year is reported at 265,314 ounces, 
as against 114,324 ounces for the cor- 
responding period of last year. The in- 
crease is enormous, and only tends to 
confirm the now generally accepted 
opinion that the total yield of gold for 
the entire world for the present year 
will be the largest ever produced. 


IDLE MONEY. Taking as its text an 
item published in a Denver paper to 
the effect that $10,000,000 ly- 
ing idle in a single Denver bank, the 
Mining and Scientific Press reads an 
excellent lesson to all persons, and 
there are many of them, who fail to dis- 
tinguish between gold as metal and 
gold as money, or, to.state the case in 
another way, that the increase in the 
production of gold or silver is no as- 
increase of money in 
circulation. It says: 

“The mining of gold is simply the 
production of a commodity, just the 
same as the production of anything 
else. It will continue just as long as 
there is a market for it: and, whether 
is will go into the arts, in wat¢h cases, 
chains and gold+bowed eyeglasses. or 
into gold dollars and pounds sterling, 
will depend entirely upon the demand 
for those things. Money gets into cir- 
culation through the demands of bus- 
iness, not through the production of 
gold. It is the revival of business that 
will set money in circulation, not the 
minting of money that will create this 
business prosperity.” 


JAPAN AND THE GOLD STAND- 
ARD. Regarding the proposed adop- 
tion of the gold: standard in Japan a 
¥okohama paper states that the 
amount of silver at present in circula- 
tion in that country is over 30,000,000 
yen: The government of Japan is cal- 
culating, it is said, on calling in about 
ten million yen additional, making 
forty million in all which it would pay 
out gold for. One thing that the gov- 
ernment is said to be alarmed at is the 
risk of silver ven being counterfeited, 
not with inferior alloy, but with coins 
containing’ the same quantity of silver 


'' as the true silver yen at a time when 


the price of silver is the lowest ever 
known. 

COMMERCIAL, 
OUTLOOK FOR FRUIT. Speaking 
of this season’s fruit crop in California 


the Commercial Bulletin in its last is- 


sue says-that reports received give 
good indications that it will be more 
than an average crop. Speaking of the 
quantity that will be canned, it says 
the quantity put up this year will be a 
full average, but that at present prices 
are not strong. Many apricots have 
been dried. Regarding prices it says: 
“For good ungraded apricots prices 
range from 4 to 4% cents. Fine fruit 
is held for 5 cents and ward. These 
prices are for Royals. No Moorparks 
are sold yet. Choice peaches for for- 
ward délivery have been.sold at 5 to 
5% cents. Sales of prunes:are reportea 
at 2% cents. .The outlook now for 
prices is for very moderate figures on 
-rommon lots to good prices on fine 
fruit. 
“Advices from the East.in@icate that 
the peach crop is very small; and that 
in many sections apples whl be no 
more than one-half to one-quagter crop. 
Evaporated apples at the st, last 
year, sold at 4 to 5 cents, f. ox b., will 
cost from 6 to 8 cents this year. The 
same grades used to cost from 40 to 12 
cents. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


AN OBJECT LESSON. The Ameri- 
can Economist in its issue of July 23 
publishes an interesting letter from its 
correspondent in Bradford, Eng., in 
which is very clearly set forth the dif- 
ferent effects produced in that. big 
manufacturing English town when it is 
protection or free trade that is \the 
governing commercial policy of the 
United States. In an editorial com- 
ment on the letter the Economist says: 

“In four years of a protective tariff 
we bought from Bradford goods worth 
£8,910,374. In two and a half years of 
the free trade law we bought goods 


~ “worth £12,440;/951. The increase” dur- | 


ing the two and a half years, over the 
four years being $17,650,000. Most par- 
ticularly this lesson should not be lost 
upon our American woolen manufac- 
turers. They were promised an ex- 
traordinary degree of prosperity in our 
own market with free raw material— 
wool. They were also promised almost 
unlimited control of the markets of the 
world. Many of our manufacturers 
were inclined to believe the theories 
of the free-traders and felt disposed to 
discard their allegiance to the policy 
of protection. Let us hope that the 
lesson that they have learned will be of 
lasting endurance. No more free-trade 
folly.”’ 


THE OUTLOOK GOOD. Aside from 
the settlement of the tariff the most 
important influence now at work in re- 
storing trade throughout the different 
sections of the country is the higher 
price of wheat and which is further 
supplemented by the reports of largely 
increased wheat crops in several of 
the wheat-growing States. The Amer- 
ican Banker, viewing the situation from 
the financial end, says: 

“The delusion that when wheat rose 
in value last summer it was the result 
of a conspiracy to discredit silver has 
vanished like the baseless fabric of a 
dream. Prices are higher, and have 
been for some time, because there is 
an unusual demand for wheat. This 
has come about by reason of the fact 
that the crops competing with our own 
have not been so large. The crop is 
short in all of the exporting countries, 
while Argentina, whose wheat produc- 
tion had been rapidly increasing in re- 
cent years, is compelled, it is said, to 
buy wheat for seed this year. It is 
noticed, however, that even the present 
price of wheat, about 78 cents at Chi- 
cago, is not up to the level which ‘it 
November, when wheat 
touched 82 cents. At that time special 
efforts were being made by foreign 
buyers to fill their almost exhaustea 
granaries. There has been, however, 
an advance in prices of no less than 
12 cents within the present month. 
The fact that the price tends to main- 


tain a much higher level than for some - 


years, in the presence of favorable re- 
ports of our own this years’ harvest, 
strengthens the expectation that the 
purchasing power of our farmers is to 
be greatly increased. The yield of

THE HIGHWAYMAN ONCE MORE 
PLYING HIS VOCATION. 


Tale of a Hold-up as Related by the 
Intended Victim—A Boy’s Mania 
for Unhitching Horses—Washing 

Soiled Linen in Court—War Upon 
Red Scale. 


PASADENA, Aug. 4.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The highwayman prom- 
ises soon to become a recognized insti- 
tution of Pasadena. His operations are 
becoming unpleasantly frequent. The 
latest story is contributed by Charlie 
Goldsmith, instructor in the manly art 
of self-defense. According to his ac- 
count the episode was an exciting one 
and resulted in the complete discom- 
fiture of the would-be robber. Unfor- 
tunately the latter has not been seen 
since and his side of the case has not 
been heard. 

Goldsmith was engaged Tuesday 
evening in giving boxing lessons at his 
gymnasium in the vrear of Brayley’s 
bicycle shop. About 11 o’clock he 
started for home on his bicycle, riding 
south on Fair Oaks avenue. Near the 
corner of Waverly drive he observed 
a tall, heavy-set man leaning against 
a telegraph pole. The stranger hailed 
him and asked for a match. Goldsmith 
dismounted and was in the act of hand- 
ing over some matches when a gun 
was suddenly thrust in his face, with a 
demand for his ‘‘dough.” Goldsmith re- 
coiled, but instantly recovered himself 
and landed a smashing blow upon the 
highwayman’s face. The Jgtter caught 
hold of Goldsmith’s coat, dropping his 
gun, and the two men grappled and 
fell to the ground. Goldsmith quickly 
discovered that he had a formidable 
antagonist, but after a brief struggle 
he succeeded in landing a heavy blow 
on the fellow’s jaw. Freeing himself 
from his assailant, Goldsmith started 
for his bicycle, but, seeing the robber 


reaching for his gun, he gave him a 


kick in the face, which proved a 
quietus. Goldsmith then rode down 
‘town with all speed, and meeting Offi- 
cers Pinkham and Noseworthy, in- 
formed them of the occurrence. All 
three hastened back to the scene of 
the hold-up, but the highwayman had 
disappeared and could not be found. 
Traces of the struggle were visible and 
the state of Goldsmith’s clothing af- 
forded further corroboration of his 
statement.

. hoped that the footpad, if captured, 


will mot mar it by contradiction. Only

Militia in Camp—University Assem- 
bly—Sewer Bonds Voted... 

SANTA MONICA, Aug. 4.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] At.2 o’clock ‘today 
(Wednesday) nine companies of the 
State militia arrived on a Santa Fé 
train, and a little later three more by 
Southern Pacific cars. Led by the Sev- 
enth Regiment ilitary Band, .they 
formed in line on Ocean avehue, and, 
under the command.of .Col..

JEALOUSY, WINE AND A KNIFE DO 
BLOODY MISCHIEF. 


A Young Mexican Stabbed by an Old 
Indian Woman—Vote of Thanks 
Extended to H. K. Snow—General 
News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 4.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Jealousy and bad wine 
and a knife in the hand of a woman-— 
these three, and Benacio Rios, a lusty 
young Mexican from Capistrano, is laid 
low’ with a pain in his head and a 
gash in his abdomen. His assailant, an 
old Indian’ woman named Aloisa, is in 
jail awaiting the result of her intem- 
‘perate act. If Rios should die, she 
will be held for his murder; if he sur- 
vive, the charge will be simple as- 
sault. 

The trouble occurred between 9 and 
10 o’clock Tuesday night, Rios, with 
his aunt and another woman, came to 
Santa Ana.from Capistrano on that 
day, and in the evening they all re- 
paired to the little house on Third 
and Olive streets, where Aloisa lives. 
They had a keg of wine on tap, and 
were having a right joyous time, un- 
til Rios crossed the room and began 
talking to his friend from Capistrano, 
who was simply an old dcquaintance. 
But Aloisa did not so construe his 
act; she took it to mean that she had 
lost favor in the eyes of Rios, and 
crossing over to where: he was_ she 
reproached him with infidelity. He had 
barely time to make reply when there 
was a flash of a knife, and Rios ex- 
claimed, “I am stabbed!” 

The wounded man was hurriedly re- 
moved to the house of a physician, 
who probed the wound and found that 
the knife had penetrated to a depth 
of three inches in the abdominal cavity 
just below the pit of the: stomach. 
Whether or not the wound will prove 
fatal depends on the chance that there 
may be no internal hemorrhage. He 
is today (Wednesday) resting easily. 

Aloisa had no sooner committed the 
deed when she regretted it, and ex- 
pressed the greatest concern for the 
man’s safety. She feared that she had 
killed him, and did not wish him to 
be taken from her house, saying that 
he should be allowed to die there. She 
is an old woman and generous to a 
fault. Wine and the jealous impulse 
of amoment are _ responsible for her 
rash act.

ALMOST BANKRUPT CONDITION OF 
THE CITY TREASURY. 


New Tariff Made the Pretext for 
Raising the Price of Meat—Fumi- 
gation of Black Scale—Corralling 
of Indigents—Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 4—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] All bills against 
the city of San Bernardino are ‘“‘stood 
off’? until October, by which time it 
is hoped the tax collector will have 
gathered shekels sufficient to liquidate 
some of the more pressing demands. 
The monthly report of the city treas- 
urer for July showed only $1,685.28 in 
the treasury at the end of the month. 
Since then drafts on the treasury 
have taken about all of the small bal- 


ance, with bills amounting to 
nearly $3000 already in, and 
no money to meet them. The city” 


assessment for the coming year is $3,- 
007,900, which is a falling off from last 
year of $206,235. This will necessitate 
a slight increase in the tax rate. 
ADVANCE ON MEATS. 

No sooner had the Dingley Bill been 
signed by the President than the butch- 
ers of San Bernardino, most of whom 
are Democrats, put up the price of 
all kinds of meats. As all the cattle 
killed here are United States born and 
bred, the application of the Dingley 
Bill looks like a political trick. People 
are talking of becoming vegetarians, 
or importing a butcher with some slight 
show of conscience. 

FUMIGATION OF SCALE. 

The work of fumigating tents for 
the extinction of fruit scale employs 
from four to six men with each set of 
thirty tents and the orchardists of 
Ontario asked of the Supervisors that 
the county furnish a foreman for each 


denied. The board, however, allowed 
the use of the tents free, as they ail 
belong to the county, and will furnish 
the chemicals at wholesale cost. It 
also ordered thirty more tents, which, 
with the ninety now on hand, will be 
sufficient for four sets of men. These 
will soon be put to work on the or- 
chards of Ontario and vicinity to clear 
out the black scale. 
CARE OF THE INDIGENTS. 

The county has the care of seventy- 
five indigents at a cost of over $600 
per month, in addition to quite a num- 
ber who are inmates of the county 
hospital, and it is now proposed to 
place all indigents at the hospital, 
which is*by law the county poorhouse, 
in addition to its medical functions. 
They are scattered around now in lit- 
tle shacks and are more trouble and 
fully as much expense as if inmates of 
the institution. An exception will be 
made of those who have children to 
care for. :

Senator 
White’s Democracy did not count 
against him, for the people remembered 
that he had stood in for a tariff in cit- 
rus fruits at a time when his services 
were most needed, and he was given 
&@ warm welcome. Col. H. G. Otis was 
greeted with prolonged applause, and 
the salient points of his brief and im- 
promptu address were enthusiastically 
received.

This great fair is to be 
as distinctly western as that recently 
held at Atlanta was southern,. and 
people will visit it for the purpose of 
finding out all that the West has to 
offer of resources, industries and civil- 
ization to the investor and home-seeker, 


‘On the part of prairie and mountain 


localities the effort ‘to make the best 
impression upon strangers, especially 
those from the East and foreign lands, 
will be zealous and spirited; and ‘it is 
not for the great garden spots of Cal- 
ifornia to be out of evidence in such a 
contest. 

it must also be remembered that the 
exposition will give Californians a 
chance. to impress the people of the 
Middle West itself with the superior 
advantages ofthe Coast to farmers 
miners, fruit-growers, traders and, 
health and pleasure seekers. According 
to George W. Parsons of Los Angeles, 
one of the vice-presidents of the coming 
fair, Omaha was selected for exposition 
purposes as the point west of the Mis- 
Sissippi which would be most conven- 
ient to western visitors. Within a rae 
dius of 500 miles of Omaha over 20,000,- 
000 people live, or nearly one-third of 
the population of the Union. This is @ 
poulation which bears two important 
relations to California. It yields us 
many immigrants of the most useful 
class and it furnishes a market for our 
fresh and dried truits, canned goods, 
wines, spirits and winter vegetables, 
which no foreign competing point can 
reach so easily.

as is California, and has some advan- 
tages in respect to ocean freight rates, 
but the distance from Europe to the 
Middle West by the shortest route is 
4500 miles,: while from California it is 
but 1500 miles. It is only through cus- 
tom that Transmississippi States buy 
Malaga raisins, Zante currants, Se- 
ville oranges, Sicilian lemons, Spanish 
olives, Lucca oil, French prunes; and 
European wines and brandies.
